Cigarette Law Is "Valid. 
-, Tbe Supreme court of the. United States 
has decided that "the Chicago anti-cigarette 
ordinance ia valid, and 'sustained the de- 
cision of .the- Supreme court- of ' Illinois. 
- Tbe decision was handed down in the 
case of Gundling vs"! tbe'^ City of Cbicasco, 
which was taken to the Supreme court of 
[the United States in the fall of 1898, on a 
writ of error. 

' The ordinance was attacked . as uncon- 
stitutional, and involved the right of tbe 
city to regulate and super vise the sale of 
clgaretteB under the police power. Tho 
opinion was handed down by Justice Peck- 
bam; and the decision is a complete victory 
for the city. ... : v 

The-auit against the city was brought by. 
Harry- Gundling, a locaV dealer, and was 
in the nature of a test case, 'soon after tho 
passage of the ordinance requiring' all 
dealers to secure licenses. 
,' The license fee'nvos fixed' at $100 a year, 
and. its granting discretionary with- the 
mayor. ■ Atriong other proviaions the ordi- 
nance prohibits the" sellirig of cigarettes 
within '200 fret of a' school hou bo,, and 
gives the commtBsioner of health general 
superintendence over the business. 

Tbo case was bitterly fought in tho state 
courts. Assistant ' Corporation Counsel 
Taylor, who tried tbe case maintained that 
the question involved the health of the 
inhabitants of Chicago, and that tho right 
to inspect gave the right to license. Gund- 
ling'a attorneys Bought to bIiow' that-, the" 
ordinance came under tho ha no of special 
legislation, in so far as it affected the* sale 
of a particular class of merchandise. 

Tho city won a succession' of victories in 
the Illinois courts, and the decision of the 
Supreme court is particularly gratifying to 
Corporation Counsel Walker, who has fol- 
lowed the case closelv. ■

Limitations of Woman's Use- 
fulness. 

. UrB. Clarence Burns, ex-President of the 
Woman's West Side R»publicaVt' Club of 
New York, in Bpeaking of hor^experiencKs 
in. pablio and philanthropic work, :says: '-' 

VNo woman can he long, in public life 
without finding out how she' is limited and 
her usefulness circumscribed by the lack of 
the' ballot.. I am not an active suffragist, 
but I can understand why women need the 
suffrage and how it would' strengthen 
every cause in which tboyorc interested.: 

"I speak from experience. , I Wont into 
public and .philanthropic work absolutely 
opposed to the idea of suffrage for women. 
I could not see how a woman of refinement 
could want to vote. I thought men could 
and would do everything necessary.' 

"I have found my mistake. ; Again and 
again 1 bave seen the bills we worked for 
thrown out because only woman, voteless 
women, were advocating thorn. Women 
before legislatures are treated . with , the 
utmost courtesy. Men ore too wise now 
to show them the contempt of former 
years. 'But, with charming politeness and 
the most differental manner immaginable, 
they kill tbe bill for which women have 
worked hard and long, 

"They would not do it,, if women had 
votes, They -would consider long and 
seriously bofore alienating 100,000 women 
with ballots in their hiindB. 

Women have to find these things out 
gradually, They may have to learn them 
by experience, as I did, - 1 am thoroughly 
convinced that no woman can bo long in 
public work without finding out a great 
many of the things sho' wants can bo 
reached only through the ballot,

He heard a funny story its he stit whit- 
tling at the corner grocery, lie laughed 
till everyone thought his sides must split. 
Suddenly he- leaned back in his chair, 
dropped his knife and gasped. When 
bystanders reached him he was dead. 

Itufus Wright or the firm of "Morgan &. 
Wright, bicycle tire manufacturers, was 
shot and mortally, wounded by Mrs. 
Louisa Lottridge of Taw Paw LakeJ 
Mich., in the bitter's apartments ut the 
Leland Hotel, Chicago. Death resulted 
iu a few hours. Mr, Wright declared to 
Captain Colleran, chief of detectives, that

A Chinaman, arrested and beaten at 
Wuchang, claims he is the Emperor, ac- 
cording to news brought by the steamer 
Rio Jun Mnrit.

CABLE TO HAWAIL' 

Ban Francisco nnd Honolnln to Be Con- 
nected by Wire., 

The Pacific "cable bill which passed the 
Senate on Wednesday contemplates the 
laying of a submarine cable from- San 
Francisco to Honolulu. The question of 
the construction at a cable line from 
Honolulu to the Philippines Is left open. 
The bill as passed provides for. a cable 
line. to be constructed nnd controlled by . 
by tbe Government'. . As Hawaii, Is" the 
strategic point In the Pacific ocean of 
most importance to the United States, 
nu exclusively American cable seems a 
necessity of the situation. ' 

Great Britain had planned a cable line 
from Australia and New Zealand to Hon- 
olulu and from there . to Vancouver. 
This scheme Was abandoned when Ha- 
waii wue annexed to the United States. 
Surveys have been made for the laying of 
a cubic from Seattle by way of the Aleu- 
tian islands to Japan, and from there to 
the Philippines. "Without concessions 
from the Japanese Government this line 
conld not be controlled by (he United 
States Government. By the northern 
route Seattle Is 4,2&0 miles frott'lToko- 
hatua aud 0,378 miles from Manila, 

Another 'proposition is to lay a' cable 
fromTIoiio!H.lu by way of Midway Island 
to Hong Kong or n point In Northern 
Luzon. Midway Island is about 1/200 
miles north of west of Honolulu and was 
annexed to the United States in 1807 in 
the belief that It could, be made a strong " 
naval station. It was found' that the Isl- 
and was not suitable Tor a naval station, 
and It has been made. simply a coaling sta- 
tion on the direct route from Honolulu to 
Tokohma. Another proposition that flndB 
favor is to lay a cable from Honolulu to 
Wake Island 2,000 miles almost due weBt, 
from there southwest a distance of 1,U00 
miles to Guam, and from there li,00U 
miles to Luzon. This would be a cable 
line with all stations on American terri- 
tory and could bo put under: government 
control. The first step. In the laying of a 
Pacific cable from San Francisco, 2,0S1) 
miles to Honolulu is the Import ant one.

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BIG INHERI TANCE T AX TO PAY. 

. -•.MeaVlj Oiie- third of the George Smith 
Estate in Tills Country Consumed. 

■■ It will take nearljr one-third of the estate 
\ in 1Mb country left £y George Smith, bet 
'.' Sir known as /'Chicago 1 ' Smith, the*hemit 
millionaire who died' in London last 'fall 
to pay the inheritance taxes levied by Now 
York arid the Federal government. It cam? 
out last week' tHat'th'e Now York state' gov 
; ernment bad collected nearly $2,000,000 of 
tax on the estate from James H. .Smith of 
Now York,, -who \taa the chief heir to 
the fortune of nearly $100,000,000 that was 
loft by the recluse. The money was collect- 
ed Gome time ago by Comptroller Coler.' 
The matter was kept eecret, as if the Log- 
islftture hud known that there was any 
such amount of money that was- available 
for use, it might have found some use for 
, the money,' und the slate tax would not 
have been reduced as it was. 

The collection o£ the inheritance tax for 
the state is in the hands of the comptroller 
of the city. He gets 1 per cent of the 
amount 'collected for the slide. Comp- 
troller Coler found that there' was some- 
thing over 42,000,000 in bonds that belong- 
ed to the estate and that were actually in 
this city. This fact made them subject to 
the collateral inheritance tax imposed by 
the state, and he sent his appraisers to Mr. 
Smith to appraise the' property and to 
assess the tax. The appraiser found that 
. the legatee woe perfectly witling to ptiy any. 
legal tax and he helped them in all -ways 
possible to get at the actual value of the 
estate-. • ;. 

As Mr. Smith woe, no nearer kin to Geo. 

Smith than a iiephow, the tax levied under 

the law was 5 per cent, of the gross amount 

of the-pro'perty that was left, with a reduc- 

'■ tion of 5 per cent., for prompt payment, 

■ und the stale got nearly $2,000,000. 

Comptroller Coler said today that nfter 
ho had collected the money ho reported it 
only to tho Governor and to tho state comp 
trollcr, anil they agreed with him that it 
would he better to keep the fact that tho 
money hnd been collected from the knowl- 
edge of the members of the legislature uu 
til after that body bad adjourned, or until 
tho tax rate for the vear had been fixed. 

"What will bo the Federal 'government 
tax on tho efitnto?" asked the reporter. 

"I don't know the exact amount," said 
the comptroller, "but ifci will be in tho 
neighborhood of $12,000,000, The law 
under which ' the Federal government 
assesses the tax is in dispute, and until the 
court decides the constitutionality of the 
law no one can tell exactly what the 
tax will be. But it is almost certain to be 
"in the neighborhood of $12,000,000. The 
estate found in IhiB country will have to 
pay, all told, about one-third of the en- 
tiro amount in inheritance tax before it is 
through./'

In the 
apectrum of sunlight formed by. sending a 
beam through a pmm of quartz the X-ray 
pulses or waves aro to be' found accord- 
ing to ( this hypothesis, beyond the 
violet color of this Bpcctrum — far into the 
dark region invisible to the oyc, nnd only 
brought into view at present by- the aid'of 
photography. In this invisible region 
reside many singular manifestations of 
energy closely analogous to those of tho X-
